vation does not depend upon a book, 
that is the dead letter, and ‘‘ the letter 
killeth, but the spirit bringeth life.” 
The Bible cannot lead a man into the 
Water of Baptism—if baptism is es- 
sential; the Bible cannot confer the 
Holy Ghost ; the Bible cannot admin- 
ister the sacrament ; and if we want 
to enjoy salvation we want the ordi- 
nances the same as they did in the 
Apostolic age. It is only when in pos- 
session of the ordinances of life that 
we can gain salvation, and when they 
are effectual they must be administered 
by recognized authority or Priesthood. 
It was in the Councils of Eternity that 
the plan of salvation was designed, 
there never was a world created, 
peopled and saved, but what that sal- 
vation came to them through the 
ordinances of the new and everlasting 
Gospel ; that is 4 system of ordinances 
and truths which are eternal in their 
nature, and no power can separate any 
one from another, or each from their 
legitimate use and effects. The world 
have the New Testament, and they 
profess to honor it and believe it, and 
they profess to honor the name of 
Christ, the Saints also honor and be- 
lieve in Christ, and know his to be 
the only name given among men 
whereby they. can be saved,” and it 
was said of him in prophetic lan- 
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guage, ‘* Lo I co in the vel- 
a of the Book, it is written 
of me, to do thy will oh God ;” 
he declared of himself that he came 
„not to do his own will but the will 
of his Father who sent him,” we 
are also told that having become 
perfect through suffering he became the 
author of eternal salvation to all those 
who obey him.” I sometimes come 
across a zood Presbyterian, indeed was 
talking with one but the other day, 
who said that she relied for salvation 
upon the finished work of Christ, but 
I quoted the passage just given, that 
Jesus became ‘‘the author of salvation 
to all that obey him.” There seems 
to be an idea in the world that it is 
not necessary to obey the ordinances, 
and most of the systems outside of 
this Church will declare that they are 
non-essential, but Christ said that he 
who should break one of the least 


of these commandments, and should 


teach men so, should be called least 
in the kingdom of heaven,” but he 
that should keep them and teach men 
so to do, should be counted the greatest 
in that kingdom. Now, is there any 
disgrace, or should a man be ashamed 
to stand up for Christ, for his ordinan- 
ces, and for his Gospel, and expect to 
be blessed by and for believing and 
obeying them ; or that he should teach 
these principles in preference to those 
taught by man?

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A DYING DOCTRINE. 
— 


The Congregationalist, which is the 
organ of the denomination known by 
that name, recently sent circulars to 
one hundred ministers of that body, 


scattered over twenty-three States of | 


the Union, asking for a report of the 
change, if any, in the sentiments of 
their congregations in regard to the 
doctrine of eternal punishment, and 
their candid opinion of the fitness for 
the ministry of those who rejected the 
orthodox view of that dogma. Answers 
were received from eighty of them, 
and their replies are published in that 


paper. i 

Eighty-three per cent. say that as 
far as they can judge, there has been 
no. essential departure from faith in 
the eternal punishment of the wicked 
as taught in their church, and the 
other seventeen per cent. testify. that 
there has been a decided change or 
a considerable. modification from the 
general belief on that subject. Seventy- 
eight per cent. declare, emphatically, 
that a firm belief in the doctrine is 
essential in all cases to a: call to the 
ministr:, while the remainder are 


divided in their views, some not being 
prepared to speak positively, others 
thinking it non-essential, and the rest 
affiming that it is incorrect. 

This subject is being agitated in both 
hemispheres. And though Congrega- 
tional ministers in this country may 
think that little change has taken place 
in the views of the people, they would 
find, if they could get to the hearts of 
the multitude, that the popular faith 
in a literal hell of material fire and 
brimstone and a never ending infliction 
of torture upon the damned, has lost 
much of its terrurs, and that many 
persons have cast it from their min 
as repulsive to reason. 

In England a profound sensation 
has lately been aroused by the public 
repudiation of this doctrine in West- 
minster Abbey by the Rev. Canon 
Farrar, of the Established Church. 
In his discoorse he declared: He 
knew of nothing so calculated to make 
the whole soul revolt with loathing 
from every doctrine of religion, as the 
easy complacency with which 80 fte 
cheerfally accept the belief that thsy 
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are living and moving in the midst of 
millions doomed irreversibly to ever 
lasting perdition.“ He asked: Where 
would be the popular teachings about 
Hell if we calmly and deliberately 
erased from our English Bibles the 
three words ‘ Damnation,’ ‘ Hell’ and 
Everlasting?” Yet, he maintained, 
not one of those words ought to stand 
any longer in our English Bibles, being 
mistranslations, and “alien to the 


broad, unifying principles of Scrip- 


ture.” 

The Canon’s sermon is described as 
containing little argument but char. 
acterized by intense expression of 
feeling.” It has made a great shaking 
among the dry bones of the Anglican 
clergy, aud however true the preacher’s 
ideas may be, they are certainly in 
decided hostility to the Articles of the 
Church by whose authority be officiates 
in a sacerdotal capacity. Either the 
Church of England ase by law estab. 
lished” will have to modify its printed 
creed, sanctified by the traditions of 
centuries, or Canon Farrar will have 
to step down and out of his priestly 
position. 

This stirring of the stagnant waters 
of orthodox Christianity is one of the 
signs of the times, and will be the 
‘means of accomplishing great good. 
Men and women will be led to think 
for themselves on questions which are 
deemed of vital importance, and which, 
settled long ago by their self constitu- 
ted teachers as beyond doubt, now 
loom up in the light of advanced ideas 
as frightful myths, invented by a per- 
verted Priesthood for the purpose of 
scaring the uninformed into subordina- 
tion to their dictates, and from seces- 
aion and rebellion against ecclesiastical 
bondage. 

Canon Farrar was not prepared to 
decide on the doctrine of universal 
salvation, nor upon the question of 
how many shall be saved. But he 
believed that Christ came to save that 
which was lost, and entertained the 
hope that ‘‘the vast majority of the lost 
would at length be found.” 

One of the distinctive characteristics 
of the teachings of divinely appointed 
ministers is the clearness and certainty 
of their enunciations of revealed truth. 
On vital questions they utter no uncer- 

-tain sound. They speak the words of 
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life as those having authority and not 
as the sectarians. In the re-establish. 
ment of the Church of Christ upon 
the earth, the doctrine of eterna] 
punishment, among other important 
principles, was plainly set forth by 
revelation through the Prophet Joseph 
Smith. This was given in March, 
1830, and may be found on page 108 
of the Doctrine and Covenants, new 
edition. From this communication we 
learn that God being endless, the 
punishment he has prepared for the 
wicked is also endless. Eternal 
punishment is God’s punishment,” 
because he is eternal. And though 
penalties for the wicked areeverlastingly 
provided, this does not infer that they 
suffer torment without end. All are 
to be judged according to their works. 
They who are worthy of but few 
stripes” will not be punished as those 
who are deserving of ‘‘ many stripes.” 
And though the wicked are consigned 
to the everlasting punishment prepared 
there is prospect of their release from 


their prison, when they have ‘‘ paid 


the uttermost farthing” of their debts 
to violated law and have satisfied 
eternal justice. Then mercy will claim 
its own, and the full virtue of the 
Atonement will prevail, accordirg to 
the words of Paul of old, that Jesus 
was given ‘‘as a ransom for all, to be 
testified of in due time.” : 

The final redemption of the-whole 
race of Adam, excepting only the sons 
of perdition, who, after obtaining 
knowledge and power enough to exalt 
them to the highest glory, wilfully 
turn away from light and truth, deny 


| the Holy Ghost after enjoying it, shed 


innocent blood after receiving the 
everlasting covenant, and consent to 
the slaughter of the Savior after real- 
izing that he is the Christ, is set forth 
in heavenly clearness in the glorious 
vision given to Joseph Smith and Sid- 
ney Rigdon, Feb. 16, 1832, and con- 
tained in the same book, page 244. 
The horrible notions of the tortures 
of the damned, which have been 
preached for hundreds of years by 
Catholic and Protestant priests, and 
repeated by the ministers of nearly all 
the ‘* Christian” sects, with the brim- 
stone and flames and smoke, horned 
demons, and red hot chains, pincers,

A POPULAR HERESY, 


— () 


At a recent Methodist conference in 
Colorado, B. F. Crary, D. D., deliver. 
ed an address on infant baptism, in 
which he advocated this popular heresy 
in the strongest terms. His chief ar 

guments in its favor were drawn from 
the practise of circumcision among the 
Jews, and Christ’s commandment to 
his Apostles: ‘‘Go ye, therefore, and 
teach all nations, baptizing them in the 
name of the Father and of the Holy 
Ghost ; teaching them to observe all 
things whatsoever I have commmanded 
yon,” etc. 

From this commandment he reasons 
that, first, the apostles were to make 
disciples of all nations; then to baptize 
them; next, to teach them. It is sin- 
gular, how illogical men will become 
when trying to use logic in support of 
an indefensible text. It is very clear, 
from the speaker’s own statements and 
rendering of the text, that the first step 
in their work required understanding 
and conviction on the part of the sub- 
jects of their labors. Whether the 
word be translated teach“ or dis 

‘Ciple” it is equally against the. D. D's 


reasoning. An infant cannot he ‘‘dis- 
cipled,” therefore it ought not to be 
baptized. Baptism is for repentant be- 
lievers. Mark gives the Savior’s in- 
structions thus: Go ye into all the 
world and preach the gospel to every 
creature, he that believeth and is bap- 
tized shall be saved, etc This oorro— 
borates Matthew in the sense, thouvh 
not in the exact phraseoloyy, and both 
textsshow that belief must precede bap- 
tism. The teachings of tbe Apes les 


as related in the Acts show that they 


understood and carried out the iustruc- 
tions delivered to them, as they always 
required beliéf;,and repentance of the 
candidate for igamersion. 

Again, the baptism taught by John, 
endorsed by Christ and administered 
by His Apostles, was for the remis- 
sion of sins.” Infants, having com 
mitted no sins, are not in need of any 
ordinance for the remission of sinus. 
The paptism of whole households, re- 
lated in the New Testament, does not 
necessarily involve the baptism of iu - 
fants. There are niany families who 
have embraced the gospel as taught in 


“a 
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this Church and who were all bap- 
tised, having believed and repented, 
but there were no infants among 
them. : 

Circumcision and baptism have no- 
thing in common. The Jewish rite 
was a sign of a special covenant to a 
certain race—the descendants of Abra 
ham. Baptism is for all tribes and 
tongues. There was no need of ‘‘dis- 
cipling” the subject of circumcision, 
and this must precede baptism, accor- 
ding to the speaker’s own showing. 
Circumcision was not for the remission 
of sins, baptism is, er there is no mean- 
ing in the plain words of Scripture. 

But says the Reverend gentleman, 
It is incredible, it is monstrous to 
suppose that Jesus would exclude little 
children from His church.” Just so. 
But who propounds any such monstrous 
and incredible doctrine except the 
learned D. D. and other teachers of 
the infant baptism heresy? The logic 
of his position is that infants not bap- 
tized are outside the pale of the Church 
of Christ. What tben? Will he tell 
us that they cannot, on that account, 
be saved? This would be ‘‘monstrous 
and incredible” indeed. Yet it is the 
legitimate deduction from his incorrect 
premises. 

Jesus said, Suffer little children to 
come unto me and forbid them not, 
for of such is the Kingdom of beaven.“ 
But is there anything on record to 
show that he baptized them? Not a 
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word. On the contrary he took them 
in his arms and blessed them. They 
had no sin, therefore needed no ba 
tism. The original sin was atoned for 
by the Lamb slain before the foynda- 
tion of the world, and little children 
are whole in Christ.” If anything 
was a precedentor as a substitute for cir- 
cumcision it is the ordinance of blessing 
as administered by the Savior; but 
that has nothing in common with 
baptism. 

It is astonishing that intelligent men 
who reject the authority and teachings. 
of the Catholic Church, will cling so 
tenaciously to rites and ceremonies. 
that had their origin in that ecclesias- 
tical system, which have not the slight- 
est warrant in holy scripture, and are 
only disproven by attempts to sustain. 
them with logical argument. 

Neither Dr. Crary nor any of his 
baby-baptizing associates have any au- 
thority for administering the ordinance 
designed for the bestowal of 
the blessing of remission of sins 
upon repentant believers, to sinless in- 
fants and children nnder the age of ac- 
countability. And every time they do 
this in the name of the Holy Trinity, 
they take the name of the Deity in vain 
and they will have to give an account 
at the great day for their assumptien 
and their perversion of an ordinance of 
God from its legitimate purpose and 
intent.

The first division of the Divine or- 
ders into chapters and verses is attrib. 
uted to Stephen Langton, Archbishop 


of Canterbury, in the reign of King 


John, in the latter part of the twelfth 
century or beginning of the thirteenth. 
Cardinal Hugo, in the middle of the 
thirteenth century, divided the Old 
Testament into chapters as they stand 
in our translation. In 1661, Athias,

THE GOSPEL, NON-SECTARIAN. 


THE essential spirit of the Gospel is unity,—its character was determined by 
the highest conceivable intelligence; the New Testament calls it ‘‘ the Gospel 
of God ;” (Rom. i, 1,) (1 Thess. ii, 9) by virtue of position in the Councils of 
Eternity, He was the head, the law-giver, the rightful designer and presiding 
authority, 

In the exercise of agency, man possessed the power of obedience and dis- 

obedience, not only in his first estate, but more especially and for greater pur- 
pose in the probation of earth; by the probabilities of fall, salvation became 
desirable, and both fall and exaltation seem 80 in tinsately blended, that long 
bolore the Gospel could possibly be used on earth, its theory and practice were 
Moll understood and concluded upon, hence we are told that Jesus was a Lamb 
alain from the foundations of the world. (Rev. xiii, 8.) 
It does not appear that the Almighty was under any obligation to provide 
this way of salvation, hence we find it called“ the Gospel cf the grace of God” 
(Acts xx, 24), it was by his favor ithat it was designed, no claim appears to be 
implied on the part of the sons and daughters of the living God. Although 
exaltation implies progress, salvation implies fall, and the processes of salva- 
tion must be of a practical, intelligible, reliable, and unchangable character, 
and that this is the case is exemplified by many expressions, it is called“ the 
everlasting Gospel” (Rev. xiv, 6), so that no caprice or whim enters into its 
Constitution ; and Paul failed not in writing to the Ephesians to remind the 
Saints, ‘‘ By grace are ye saved through faith, and that not of * is 
the gift of God” (Eph. ii, 5.) 

There was unity in the Eternal Counsels in regard to this . Jesus 
who. sat there was perfectly cognizant of its nature, he had to enact a leading 
part in connection with it; no matter how often its features and principles 


might come to man by revelation after he became a dweller on the earth, no 
matter how well it may have been understood by Adam and Enoch and Abra- 
ham and Moses, or by their associates or successors, it appears that this same 
Jesus had obligated himself, or in obedience to command, had agreed to be 
the bearer bimself of this divine order and message, and“ to give his life a 
_ ransom for many” (Matt. xx, 28). In the realization of this mission of obedi- 
ence, necessity, or mercy, the Gospel became known as 0 the Gospel of Christ“ 
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(Rom. i, 16) (1 Cor. ix, 18), he taught, preached, obeyed, and established its 
iples and determined its practice. 

That he might not be subject to all the fallibilities of the flesh, he was be- 
gotten of the Father, he is called the only begotten, full of grace and truth” 
(John i, 14, 18), (John iii, 16, 18), (1 John iv, 9), and tuat the possibilities, 
infirmities, or hereditary tendencies of the e might be corrected or over- 
come, we are also informed that he whom God hath sent speaketh the words 
of God, for God giveth not the Spirit by measure unto him” (John iii, 34) ; 
as a consequence, although ‘‘ he was in all points tempted like as we are, yet 
(was he) without sin” (Heb. iv, 15); he was worthy of becoming and being, 
“The way, the truth, the life.” 

The Holy Spirit was also in unison with Jesus and the Father, for by it the 
holy prophets testified of the Savior,” portraying his parentage, the place 
of his nativity, his mission, the leading incidents of his life, and ignominious 
death. The voice of inspiration and revelation, ages in advance, gave with 
marvellous detail the story of the cross, and when at 30 years of age in the 
flesh, when beneath the sacred Jordan he was baptizéd of John, the same 
spirit ia visible form rested upon the devoted head, while à voice from heaven 
declared, This is my beloved Son, hear ye him” (Matt. iii, 17; xvii, 5) 

There was unity among the first Apostles and in the primitive Church in 
regard to the Gospel, it was called by Paul in writing, the word of truth, the 
Gospel of your salvation” (Eph. i, 15) ; they acknowledged its authority, knew 
the basis of its claims, and were witnesses to its force; it “came not in word 
only, but also in power and in the Holy Ghost, and in much assurance” 
(1 Thess. i, 5); and it became so individualized in those who received it, that 
Paul called it my Gospel” (Rom. ii, 16, 2 Tim. ii, 8); and writing to the 
Saints he called it “ our Gospel” (2 Cor. iv, 3); they had gladly received and 
willingly entered into its practiee, had received of its spirit, and rejoiced in its 
results; hence again says the Apostle, ‘‘ I am not ashamed of the Gospel of 
Christ, for it is the power of God unto salvation” (Rom. i, 16). 

It will be easily understoud that a system of this character, thus received, 
thus comprehended, was the antipodes of sectarianism ; a religion so originated, 
30 revealed, so promulgated, was a bar to change, to division, to improvement ; 
it was the one system, plan, device; the primitive, original, unchanging order, 
well devised, jealously guarded, and amply proteét8a, yet as offered to agency 
capable of acceptance or rejection, and consequent blessing or curse. 

But perversion begat sectarianism at an early date. Paul writing to the 
Galatians, expressed surprise that they were ‘‘so soon removed. .. unto 
another Gospel, which is not another, but there be some that trouble you and 
would pervert the Gospel of Christ” (Gal. i, 6, 7). In the Acts it had been 
prophesied by Paul at Ephesus, that after he was gone “‘ grievous wolves” 
should enter into the Church, not sparing the flock” (Acts xxix, 30), and 
‘that of their own selves should men arise, speaking perverse things to draw 
away disciples after them,” that is, to establish man-made, sectarian, apostate 

ehurches ; in writing to Timothy he also prophesied of“ perilous times,” when 
men would ‘‘not endure sound doctrine ;” and Peter prophesied that false 
teachers should arise” among the Saints, who “ privily shall bring in damnable 
heresies,” that many should “follow their pernicious ways ;” and that one 
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feature of this condition—of these teachers, should be, that through cove. 
tousness, with feigned words,” they should ‘‘ make merchandise” of those thug. 
„ perverted” and carried away” (2 Peter ii, 1, 2, 3). | : 


Against this sectarianism Paul warned the early Christians and Church 
for some had already become so partizan as to prefer being ealled of Cephas, of 
Apollos, and of Paul, according as they might have been baptized by these 
individuals or otherwise; he deprecated this and asked, Is Christ divided! 
Was Paul crucified for you? or were ye baptized in the name of Paul?” 
(1 Cor. i, 13). These had been members of the Church” (Matt. xviii, 17; 
Acts ii, 47, also v, 11), they were members of ‘‘ the Church of God” (Acts xx, 
28 ; 1 Cor. xv, 9; 1 Tim. iii, 5), and of the Church of Christ” (Rom. xvi, 
6; Eph. v, 13), consequently owed allegiance to that of which Paul said “the 
Gospel preached of me is not after man“ „ but by the revelation of Jesus 
Christ” (Gal. i, 11), and therefore he could readily say though we or an angel 
from heaven preach any other Gospel than that which we have preached unto 
you, let him be accursed ;” and as if to emphasize it still more, he thus repeats 
it, As I said before, so say I now again, if any man preach any other Gospel 
unto you than that ye have received, let him be accursed” (Gal. i, 8, 9.) 

In James we have his estimate of the Gospel, he called it“ the perfect law of 
liberty ;” obedience to a perfect law will produce perfection. Paul suggested 
that the Romans should be ‘‘ transformed” by the power of the perfect will 
of God ;” the Church with its ordinances, Priesthood, and truths, was to 
bring men to the unity of the faith, and to the stature of men in Christ ;” 
indeed Jesus called npon his disciples to ‘‘be perfect, even as your Father in 
heaven is perfect; and the Gospel supplied all necessary means and appliances 
for the completion of so glorious a work ; the spirit was given to ‘‘ lead men 
into all truth,” and the authority to guide into the unity of the faith. 

„As it was in the beginning, so it is now, and ever shall be,” sectarianism, 
darkness, division, death ; its spirit is in opposition to the divine, its methods 
are different, its results are of the same character; the salvation(?) which it 
gives is not eternal, the message it brings is not of God, the names it bears 
are men's names, and it stands in its party colored vestments before Christen- 
dom to-day the synonym of apostacy, of disobedience, of rebellion against that 
system which was devised in heaven, revealed by Jesus, and practiced by his 
disciples and Apostles ; and men might just as well argue that a watch divided 
into fragments, with a wheel held by one, a pinion by another, the hands by 
another, the dial by another, and main spring by still another, could tell the 
time of day, as to argue that the Roman Catholic Church, the Established | 
Church, the Scottish Church, or any other church can give or lead men to 2 
full and complete salvation, because they have embodied into their consti- 
tution or put into practice single truth or truths in any combination, save 
as revealed and existent in that perfect system of the ancient times. 


At the best they are but sectarians, growing, springing out of each other 
by human volition, and carried to their only possible issue by human wis- 
dom and for human ends; the Gospel alone is original, revealed, and aytho- 
ritative ; of it indeed, and it alone, can it be proclaimed as God-given—

Elder N. ©. Flygare, Prest. of the Scandinavian Mission, writes encourag- 


“J returned to this town on the 10th of June, from a visit to Sweden and Nor- 
way, where I had been attending Conferences in Christiania, Stockholm and 
Gotenburg. The work in these Conferences, as well as throughout the whole 
Mission, is in a prosperous condition. Oor statistical report, shows that 640 
have been baptized in the last 6 months, and the total number of Saints in this 
mission to be 5134. The good work is steadily on the increase, the Utah El- 
ders, as well as the natives, are indefatigable in laboring amonst the people, 
and the results of their work are daily appearing, in the number of good and 
honest souls, who join the Church. We have liberty to preach whereever we 
can rent halls for that purpose, but are not allowed to practise out door preach- 
ing. Our meetings are well attended by quiet and attentive people. The 

inaviens Stj (Danish), hasa circulation of 1450; the Nordstjernan 
(Swedish), a circulation of 800. We have about 600 subscribers on the Swedish 
Book of Mormon, of which book the 8th part is printed ; the whole work will, 
we think, be completed in 11 parts. A great number of books and pamphlets

I also received news from a certain Jacob Hoeckli,” (with 
whom our Elders fell in about a year ago,) and who was the leader of a religious 
sect in Würtemburg; the Elders had baptized some of his members, but he: 
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always kept aloof, inasmuch as he professed to have revelations from the Lor 
for his own guidance and that of his flock ; I paid bim a visit last fall and told 
him or them, that the Lord did not work in that way, when he had an organj. 
zation upon the earth and his recognized Priesthood, a portion of which we 
hold; I told him the Lord required of him to render obedience to the firs 
principles of the Gospel, and be baptized of us—God’s servants—having 
authority so to do; his revelations ceased, and finally he went away down to 
Ludwigshafen and was baptized by the Elders. His flock numbers 30 souls, 
some were baptized last year, but they made but little progress, owing to the 
influence which he exercised over them, but I am in hopes now that they vill 
come out all right, and that he may give God the glory by being willing to be 
taught; be inquired about emigration, etc., says that there are about 25 to 30 
souls who can get ready and are anxious to go, so I think I will be enabled 
to make up some 50 more for this fall's emigration. The uncle of our traveling 
Elder who returned withdast company is one of those **Hoeckliites ;” he wag 
baptized last season, but was still holding on to Hoeckli’s” teaching, now he 
has come to the front also, he had promised to pay brother Bessler’s fare, who 
‘was anxious to go and see him, as also his mother and the rest of his relatives; 
when bro. B. asked his uncle about the emigration money, he replied that the 
Spirit had made known unto him that he had to wait another year, that he 
could not go. Bessler came back much discomforted and told me about it; [ 
told him to sit down and write to his Uncle that his spirit was a lying spirit,” 
that he could go. The old gentlemen learning that I advanced the money to 
his nephew, repented, being touched about this ‘‘ lying spirit,” and he returned 
me the money ; 80 you see we are having quite a change here from the usual 
way of matters and things.”
